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ARCH comes, in the South, heralded by “the wearing 

of the green,” and St. Patrick’s Day finds all nature 
donning Ireland’s national colors. And in March we all 
review our Irish ancestry, if we have any, and wish for 
some, if we haven’t; for who does not want to sport a piece 
of shamrock on St. Patricks Day? In passing through 
Statuary Hall, in the national capitol, on this celebration, the 
American with a touch of the Celtic in his blood thrills with 
racial pride as he traces a strain of Irish blood in so many of 
our national heroes. ‘The National Hibernian” draws our 
attention to the fact that of the thirty-eight great Americans 
in Statuary Hall nine are men of Irish blood, namely: 
Charles Carroll, grandson of an Irishman, a signer of the 
Declaration of Independence; Gen. George Clinton, son ot 
an Irishman, a Vice President of the United States and 
twenty-one years Governor of New York; Robert Fulton, 
son of a Kilkenny Irishman, the inventor of*the steamboat ; 
Jno. C. Calhoun, son of a Donagal Irishman, a Vice Presi- 
dent of the United States; Gen. Lewis Cass, son of an Irish- 
man, minister to France and “Father of Michigan;’ Sam’l 
Houston, of Irish descent, President of Texas; Gen. Jas. 
Shields, native of Ireland; Gen. Phil. Kearney, grandson of 
an Irishman, the first American to receive the cross of the 
French Legion of Honor, and Jno. E. Kenna, of West Vir- 
ginia, born of Irish parents. The Irish race seems to pre- 
serve its vivid characteristics in all environments; and its 
enthusiasms inspire to brave deeds, chivalrous conduct and 
conscientious devotion to ideals, all factors in the develop- 
ment of good citizenship. Holidays have their purpose in 
national life and celebrations marked by good will, friendly 
intercourse, good cheer and patriotic oratory such as occur 
on St. Patrick’s Day, all tend towards making us better 
Americans and more ready for our own national celebration 
on the Fourth of July. 


N March 10th the clubwomen of the South will cele- 

brate, as usual, their general Civic Day, and the hun- 
dreds of civic clubs in this section (statistics show that the 
South leads in this club movement) are busily preparing 
programs for this “Open Day.” This year, by concerted 
action, their programs will deal generally with the subjects 
of Health and Sanitation. The general subjects of munic- 
ipal housecleaning; disposal of garbage; the fight against the 
mosquito and the fly; clean streets and clean markets and 
grocery stores; the menace of the common drinking cup; tree 
planting, and the establishment of parks and playgrounds, will 
all be discussed in various forms at these numerous meeting's 
and a general betterment of living conditions in towns and 
villages must result from enlightenment along these lines; 
for information arouses interest, and interest, with the true 
American, leads to a practical plan for carrying out neces- 
cary reforms. For further suggestions as to plans for Civic 
Day Programs see appeal from General Federation Com- 
mittee on Civics, February Keystone, page 9. 


Those civic clubs who, in the past, have worked for forest 
preservation are rejoicing that on February 15th the Weeks 
bill, which provides for a Federal appropriation of about 
ten million dollars for securing the Appalachian and White 
Mcuntain forest reserve, passed the Senate. ‘This insures 
its becoming a law as soon as the President signs. it. 
Southern States will be greatly benefited by this legislation, 
as many Southern rivers and streams will be effected by this 
forest preservation. 

The clubs which have been stressing the fight against 
tuberculosis and which have worked with the assistance of 
the American Tuberculosis Exhibit are at this season pushing 
the inatter of the menace of the common drinking cup, and 
public school, playground and park commissioners are being 
urged to look into the dangers of this potent factor in the dis- 
semination of disease. (See report of General Federation 
Public Health Committee, page 9, this issue of The Key- 
stone.) | 

Thus the women’s clubs continue their work of creating 
public opinion by concerted action and are looking care- 
fully to the welfare of the home. 


| FEDERAL CHILDREN’S BUREAU is one of the 
hoped tor agencies of relief which the National Child 
Labor Committee is urging. A bill creating such a bureau 
passed the Senate on February 14th and is now before the 
House. This matter has been before Congress for the past 
four years and the bill carries an appropriation of $25,000 
for the expenses of the bureau, which would study infant 
mortality, child labor and delinquency, and give the States 
planning for legislation on these lines facts and statistics 
which may help them in making out this legislation. The 
National Child Labor Committee has selected as the main 
topics for its Seventh Annual Child Labor Conference, which 
will be held in Birmingham, Ala., March 9th-11th, the topics, 
“Uniformity in Child Labor Legislation” and “The Con- 
servation of Childhood.” Governor Woodrow Wilson, Dr. 
Felix Adler, Mrs. Florence Kelly, Hon. Homer Folks, presi- 
dent National Conference for Charities and Corrections, and 
Dr. A. J. McKelway, secretary Southern States National 
Child Labor Committee, will be among the prominent 
speakers at this conference. Twenty-seven State commit- 
tees affiliated with the national committee will send delegates 
and the conference will be the guest of the Birmingham

The entire board was invited to Greenwood on Thursday, 
where Mrs. A. F. McKissick, one of the ex-State Presidents, 
entertained at luncheon, after which Mrs. Visanska delivered 
am able address, “For IVh-t Does Federation Stand?” 
before a representative Greenwood audience. 

The State President delivered an address before the 
Columbia City Federation February 16th, and visited the 
Greenville clubs before returning to Charleston. 

Civic IMPROVEMENT does not only mean beautifying the 
physical aspects of our various towns, but their moral aspects 
also. Our Federation is proud, and justly so, of the Indus- 
trial School at Florence and the good work done there, but 
may we not go a step further and provide some outlet for 
youthful energy before, in the school of the streets and loaf- 
ing places, the children are led into more ‘than mischief, 
often into crime itself? Charleston and Spartanburg have 
set the rest of the State a good example in providing for 
public playgrounds. Cannot some of the other civic asso- 
ciations do likewise? Vacant lots may be utilized until 
such time as the civic conscience is roused to the need of 


public playgrounds, and more suitable provision made. 
Some simple apparatus for amateur gymmastics can be pro- 
vided for at small cost, and the first steps in improving the 
moral aspects of our towns will be taken. By enlisting the 
aid of the children in all civic work, trying to rouse them to a 
consciousness of the responsibility and dignity that rests on 
them as citizens of their home town, we have planted seed 
that will return in a bountiful harvest in the near future.

CIRCUMSTANCES tls year have been such that it is impos- 
sible for me to do all the duties of Chairman of Education 
Department. I have, therefore, confined my attention to 
the work which claimed my interest most—Scholarships. 
All our scholarships needed immediate attention, and I am 
doing all I can to have them all appropriated before the close 
of the school year. I am also endeavoring to establish one 
in every boarding school in the State. Our Winthrop Col- 
lege scholarship was eagerly sought by more than fifty girls. 
It was won by Miss Mary Mendenhall, of Greenville, who is 
doing credit to herself and to the Federation. I hope to 
report a large number of scholarships and their holders at 
Federation meeting in April.

Ir THE DoMEsTIC SCIENCE DEPARTMENT of South Caro- 
lina would prosper we must cease to be content with 
a paper read before our clubs on Reciprocity Day. We 
must lend ourselves to the consideration of the problems 
of sanitary conditions in our towns and country, educat- 
ing the people to maintain the laws of sanitation in their 
homes and thus destroy, to some extent, the deadly 
work of the typhoid fly. Furthermore, we must see that 
our schools and public buildings have better sanitation. 
The responses to several letters suggesting the organi- 
zation of clubs along household economical lines were not 
very favorable. The flourishing Domestic Science Club, 
Chester, seems to be doing the honors of our department by 
drawing up resolutions to present to Congress on pure food 
laws, raising the standard of home-making in the com- 
munity. Our department may better food conditions in 
South Carolina by creating a sentiment for a pure food law, 
as the national pure food law has made it possible for South 
Carolina to frame a pure food and drug law of its own. 
This law shall evolve the office of food inspector, whose duty 
it shall be to see that our slaughterhouses and markets are 
kept clean and that the meat we will eat is not embalmed, 
that our shops and bakeries sell honest clean food, and that 
our packages are branded with the true weight. We beg our 
clubwomen to discuss these suggestions in open session at 
their meetings so as to be able to vote intelligently at the 
next convention upon the recommendation of this depart- 
ment for the betterment of the health conditions in our State 
and its homes. Mrs. L. F. NicHo.s. 

Chester. Chairman Domestic Science. 
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I WAS AUTHORIZED to buy a Christmas stamp for the 
benefit of my department, provided it did not entail expense 
upon the Federation. I got our Sumter Antituberculosis 
Association to advance the $70 and ordered 100,000 stamps. 
These were distributed among the Federated Clubs of the 
State for sale. Since New Year I have heard from about 
half of these, and | will ask here that those that have not yet 
reported to me do so at once, sending money and stamps not 
used. We did not do as well with the stamps as we had 
expected; the State seemed to be flooded with Red Cross anid 
U. D. C. stamps. Next year I hope to be able to dispose of 
those left over. At the last meeting of the Federation I was 
instructed to prepare a bill asking the Legislature for money 
for the health work. I wrote Dr. Williams, secretary of 
State Board of Health, and afterwards saw him by appoint- 
ment in Columbia. He is in favor of our plan for a camp 
for incipient cases of consumption, but inquiries among the 
legislators had convinced him that it would be useless to ask 
for money this year as we would fail and the failure would 
injure our chances in the future. It was then decided to 
raise a sum of money among our clubs, at the same time 
inaugurating a campaign of education; for even the Legisla- 
ture is ignorant upon the subject of camps, and the people 
know little or nothing about them. It was the opinion that 
if we could show our zeal and determination in this way 
the Legislature would then most probably add materially to 
the amount we raised. So far as I am informed, this has 
been everywhere the method followed. In Pennsylvania 
the first camp was established by a few clubwomen, and after 
its practical working had demonstrated its desirability and 
efficiency the Legislature appropriated $1,000,000 for sani- 
tation. Dr. Rathrock, for many years the physician in 
charge of this Pennsylvania camp, wrote me: “If each club- 
woman in your State will give $1.00 your camp will be an 
assured success.” ‘The problem and the duty, then, seems 
to be a personal one.

THE WomAn’s Crus, Lynchburg, reports much interest 
aroused by Miss Stuart’s talks on Birds. She spoke six 
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times during the morning, to the various rooms of the public 


schools, addressing between 1,200 and 2,000 children. She 
showed specimens of the Baltimore oriole, cardinal rain- 
crow, swallow, bluejay, bluebird, chickadee, robin and red- 
bird, and at night lectured on “Useful Birds and Their 
Preservation,” illustrating the lecture with stereopticon 
views. In Staunton Miss Stuart spoke nine times, to at 
least 2,000 people, and many of the children are forming 
audubon clubs in consequence. 

Our PresipENT, Mrs. King, received a most cordial 
invitation to be present at the Rhode Island State Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs, January 25th-26th, but regretted 
her inability to be present.

The President opened the meeting with an account of the 
last board meeting, at which there was no quorum, but a 
lengthy discussion occurred on the districting of Florida. 
The attention of the board was called to the necessity for 
this arrangement, was thoroughly discussed, and as the 
board was greatly in favor of having all printing done in 
Miami if possible, the President was requested to so arrange 
it, if cost of printing in Miami did not exceed that in Talla- 
hassee. The question of contributing to the silver service 
contributed to the battleship Florida was discussed. The 
board at its meeting ir Ocala had voted to donate a sum to 
this object, amount to be settled at this board meeting. As 
there was so little money in the treasury, the Corresponding 
Secretary had requested in its notices of board meeting that 
each club should state what it wished to give, as this was the 
only way the action of the board could be carried out. After 
much discussion, it was unanimously voted that the board 
should recommend the division recommended by Revision 
Board; also that the board endorse the action of Revision 
Committee on the amendment of by-law on dues. 

The report of Treasurer was received, giving balance in 
club fund $8.75; kindergarten fund, $5.25; Christmas seal 
fund, $225.42. After discussion, it was unanimously voted 
that the Executive Board should empower the President to 
borrow from the health fund an amount necessary to pay 


current expenses, said amount to be paid as some clubs pay 
dues. 


The Revision Committee of the F. F. W. C. met February 
Ist at the rooms of the Miami Club, Miami, the following 
members present: Mrs. A. L. Monroe, President Maimi 
Club; Mrs. A. E. Rickmers, Corresponding Secretary F. F. 
W.C.; Mrs. A. E. Frederick, President F. F. W. C. The 
matters passed on by them were: The amending of the 
by-laws as follows: The annual dues of all clubs having a 
membership of twenty or less shall be $2 plus five cents per 
capita. The annual dues of all clubs having a membership 
of more than twenty shall be fifteen cents per capita. 


It was then unanimously voted that the Revision Com- 
mittee recommend to the convention the arrangements of the 
following districts for clubs of Florida: All clubs lying 
adjacent to Tampa be included in a group under that name. 
All clubs near Tallahassee under that name; also Jackson- 
ville and Miami, making the four groups Tampa, Talla- 
hassee, Jacksonville and Miami. 

Committee adjourned.

ROM this beautiful Southern clime, in the midst of the 
Antilles, I send greetings to the far-off clubs, so near 
my heart and so constantly in my thoughts. The journey 
was pleasantly broken at Nashville, Tenn., in conference 
with the Chairman of the Department of Public Health 
and the President of the Century Club of that city. 
From the circulars sent you by the Chairman you have 
recognized the ability, which has given her a most satis- 
factory grasp of a very difficult subject. I am sure 
we shall have worked out some serious problems before 
the women of the country when these chairmen have 
given the result of their two years’ work. In view of such 
initiative and oversight as all the chairmen are giving us, 
combined so helpfully with the work of forty-eight chair- 
men in the States, and the members from the majority of 
the clubs, no one can rightfully say it is of no value to belong 
to such an organization. When I am questioned as to the 
argument for federation, I can well point to the splendid 
work our chairmen are initiating, to the equally effective 
work of the States, to the consideration given our work by 
other organizations, and ask if anyone can afford not to be 
a part of this organized effort for the betterment of com- 
munities, for a thorough knowledge of methods, and for 
concerted action that no individual or club alone could gain. 
The Nashville visit reminds me that the Chairman of the 
Council Committee, Mrs. Breckenridge, is probably now 
sending you the first announcement of the board and council 
meetings, to be ‘held in Memphis, Tenn., the week of April 
17th. Most vital subjects are to be considered, with ful! 
discussion ; and the central point makes it possible for many 
to be in attendance. \Vill those who cannot come send sug- 
gestions to members of the board, that the discussion may be 
largely representative? The “Trust Committee,” caring for 
the investment of the endowment fund, has been completed ; 
it consists of five persons, the President and Treasurer e+ 
ofhcio and three others, Mrs. L. L. Blankenburg, of Penn- 
sylvania, for two years; Mrs. Robert J. Burdette, of Cali- 
fornia, for four years, and Miss Florence Guernsey, of New 
York, for six years. At the expiration of each term one 
person will be appointed for six years. The personnel of 
the committee insures safe and interested investment. The 
“Field Committee on Endowment” will consist of Chairman 
and one member from each State. This committee will plan 
for raising the fund, and I am sure individuals, clubs and 
States will join in completing the plans so well laid out and 
begun. Already some of the clubs and State Federations 
are realizing they should be a part of this scheme, for the 
sake of the future, through which all may benefit. It is 
hoped that every organization in membership will have given 
its share before the biennial of 1912. I found clubs in Cuba 
very much interested in the General Federation and doinz 
excellent work. 
The need which brought me to these warm, soft airs i; 
rapidly disappearing, so that I shall meet the engagement 
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with New Mexico in early March. ‘The call for the clubs 
of New Mexico to come together in Las Cruces was sent out 
by Mrs. G. W. Frenger, Chairman of the State Federation 
Secretaries, and it is understood that the State Federation 
will be formed at that time. This will be 'the last of all the 
States, all in membership at the end of the twenty-one years 
of the life of General Federation. What should we not 
expect from such an organization? Eva Perry Moore. 


THE Pusric HEALTH through its Chair- 
man, Mrs. S. S. Crockett, Nashville, Tenn., makes an earnest 
plea for a health campaign through a month by month pro- 
gram, as follows: March—Clean food, abolishment of the 
fly. Aprii—Oral hygiene. May—Social hygiene, etc. 
The Drinking Cup makes another important topic for study 
and work, and Mrs. Crockett has prepared an elaborate and 
comprehensive program on this vital subject which may be 
had upon application. Kansas, Mississippi, Oklahoma, 
lowa, Wisconsin, Louisiana and Massachusetts have already 
abolished the use of the common drinking cup, while New 
York, Pennsylvania, North Dakota, South Carolina, Minne- 
sota New Jersey and Colorado have taken partial action, and 
Little Rock, Ark., Wheeling, W. Va., Camden; S. C., 
Childress, Tex., and Rutland, Vt., are among the cities hav- 
ing taken action. Mrs. Crockett also gives a list of railroads 
which use the individual drinking cup. Any club wanting 
further information on this subject should write at once to 
Mrs. Crockett. All clubs considering this important subject 
are referred to the advertisements on pages 8 and 14, show- 
ing where these sanitary cups may be secured. 


THE Pure Foop CoMMITTEE urges the establishment of 
local pure food and market sanitation ordinances and gives 
the method by which these ordinances were secured in 
Tacoma, Wash. Special attention should be paid to condi- 
tion of grocery stores, fruit stores, bakeries and markets. 
This committee also makes a plea for a campaign to annithi- 
late the fly from the nation—screen, poison and._prevent. 


THE LITERATURE COMMITTEE of the General Federation 
of Women’s Clubs in preparing this syllabus has based its 
construction upon the following general principles: The 
study of a selected course is to cover a period of one or more 
years. Each course is so planned that it may lead naturally 
to advanced work along the same lines. ‘The plan of study 
is concerned with original masterpieces rather than with 
commentators upon these masterpieces. If desired courses 
in criticism will be taken up later, wherein the critic may be 
judged by the creator, not the creator by the critic. Clubs 
desiring technical and specific information may receive such 
through correspondence with the Literature Committee. 


Course 1. The Literature of the Old Testament.—Syllabus by Frances 
Squire Potter, now ready. 

Course 2. Comparative Literature.—Syllabus under preparation.

Course 6. Spelling Reform, with the History of English Spelling. — 
Syllabus under preparation. 

Course 7. The Cultivation of Research Work Within the Club’s 
Environment.—Department of Folk Lore, Josephine Brower.

Miss STEARNS, Madison, Wis., in charge of the Library 
Extension Work, urges State legislation for the establish- 
ment of State library commissions, and of free public 
libraries. She is prepared to furnish information on this 
subject and will send upon application copies of laws for the 
establishment of traveling libraries and also lists of suitable 
books. 

THE CONSERVATION COMMITTEE makes a plea for the 
protection of birds, showing how the buffalo, wild pigeon, 
terns, humming birds and bluebirds have become almost 
extinct from careless destruction. Millinery hunters, boy 
collectors of eggs and domestic cats are the most common 
enemies. The committee urges clubwomen not to wear wild 
birds or their plumage, not to use or allow to be used for 
food small seashore birds, not to have too many cats, and to 
have a bird committee in each club. 

THE LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE urges all State Presidents, 
State Secretaries and Chairmen of Legislative Committees 
to write to their members in Congress for the support of the 
following measures, which have been endorsed by the Gen- 
eral Federation: Senator Owens’ bill to establish a national 
department of health, under a secretary, who shall be a 
member of the President’s cabinet, and the revised Davis 
bill for vocational education; also to work for national and 
State legislation to enact measures for the use of safety 
devices and for better inspection service in the mills, fac- 
tories and on the railroads, so that industrial accidents may 
be reducec, and also for a system of workingmen’s com- 
pensation for losses by accident. Also to invoke the Federal 
and State authorities to protect the American people from the 
use of false labels on food products, and also for State fed- 
eration to advocate the passage of laws that will prohibit 
white slave traffic.

When 
America produces her Wagner, who shall increase her fame 
by the authorship of a grand opera ‘that shall embody her 
traditions and folk-songs, the South will gladly turn over her 
rich store to his genius, but until then let us have our war 
songs and ditties pure, strong and free as they were handed 


down to us, and let, us stop the progress and eradicate from 


our schoolrooms this ill-begotten progeny of weak minds 
The “Marseillaise’ survives, unchanged, the seas of blood 
and the rise and fall of empire in France. Are we a nation 
less great? Unity, patriotism and progress are necessary 
for the future development of a great nation, but it does not 
require an obliteration of the past. Honesty and equal 
rights to all are prime national virtues, so let us stop this 
robbery of the products of men’s minds. When school boys 
remonstrate at your correct humming of an old Southern 
song to its own tune we had better see about it.

HE, Committee on Education, U. D. C., issued its third 

‘annual circular March Ist, a copy of which has been sent 
every division president and all chapter presidents in States 
where no division exists, with the request that answers to the 
questions contained in the circular be sent the Chairman by 
July 1, 1911. The plan of work shows the Vassar scholar- 
ship in full open for competition in 1911 in Alabama only. 
and the seven other scholarships (of free tuition) one each 
at the University of North Carolina, University of Alabama, 
Alabama Polytechnic Institute, Washington and Lee Uni- 
versity, Sophie Newcomb College, Tulane University, and 
a partial scholarship at Lucy Cobb Institute and Washing- 
ton, D. C., Seminary, open for competition in all States 
where U. D. C. chapters exist. All applications for thése 
scholarships must pass through the hands of the State Chair- 
man of Education, who will endorse and give information 
as to the details of requirements. All applications must be 
in the hands of the General Committee by April 15th, and 
applicants are limited ‘to lineal descendants of Confederate 
veterans and must be at least seventeen years old. The 
questions in the circular all pertain to the number and value 
of State and chapter scholarships and are important as bear- 
ing on a State’s report in the educational work at Richmond 
in November, 1911. All division and chapter presidents are 
urged to read the Educational Report as printed in the Little 
Rock, Ark., Convention Minutes, pages 68-69 and pages 
265-275. Pledges for the Vassar scholarship, made at Little 
Rock, are called for by March 15, 1911. The committee

T he Stars and Bars. 


HEN the Senators and Representatives of the seven 

Confederate States that had seceded February 1, 1861, 
met at Montgomery, Ala., the first business after organizing 
was to decide whether the new nation should have a new flag 
and new Constitution or fight under the “Stars and Stripes”’ 
and! under the Constitution of the United States. The 
debate was short, both sides had strong arguments to offer. 
A new Constitution, composed of native white citizens, was 
adopted, and a committee was appointed to select a new flag. 
This committee advertised in the leading papers for designs 
of flags, to be sent to them at Montgomery. One of these 
went from Louisburg, N. C., where there was living a man, 
an original secessionist, who so hoped that the Confederacy 
would adopt a new flag and a new Constitution that he was 
ready with a design when the advertisement of “Flag 
Wanted” appeared. When this man, Orren Randolph 
Smith, was introduced by Gen. Julian S. Carr, commander- 
in-chief of the U. C. V. of North Carolina, at their reunion 
in Norfolk, September, 1910, he told the story of his flag 
in the following words: 

‘Three times have I been a soldier at my country’s call, 
twice fighting under the Stars and Stripes and once under 
the ‘Stars and Bars.’ While with Taylor, south of the Rio 
Grande, a unit in that proud army that never let an enemy 
touch our flag; in Utah with Albert Sydney Johnston, 1857- 
1858, I learned what the flag meant to the men who were 
willing to give their lives for ‘Old Glory’ every day and 
every hour in the day. A soldier’s flag must be his inspira- 
tion. It stands for home, kindred and country; it must be 
something more than a piece of bunting or the blending of 
bright colors. 

“When at Sumter, that shot was fired that was heard 
around the world, I realized that a new country had heen 
made and that the new nation must have a new flag, of the 
deepest, truest significance, to lead the ‘Men in Grey’ against 
the greatest odds and through the greatest difficulties that 
any soldiers have ever overcome since the world was made. 
The idea of my flag I took from the Trinity, ‘Three in One.’ 
The three bars were for the Church, State and press. Red 
represented State, legislative, judiciary and executive; white 
for Church, Father, Son and Holy Ghost; red for press, 
freedom of speech, freedom of conscience and liberty of 
press—all bound together by a field of blue (the heavens 
over all), bearing a Star for each State in the Confederation. 
The seven white stars, all the same size, were placed in a 
_ circle, showing that each State had equal rights and priv- 
ileges, irrespective of size or population. The circle, having 
neither head nor foot, stood for eternity, and signified ‘You 
defend me and [ll protect you.’ I had the flag all complete 
in my mind before the Confederate Congress advertised for 
models, and when the advertisement appeared I went to my 
friend, Miss Rebecca Murphy (she is now Mrs. W. B. Win- 
borne, of Wilson, N. C.), and asked if she would make me a 
little flag, I'd tell her how. I tore the ‘Bars and cut the 
Stars’ and she sewed the stitches and when finished the little 
flag was sent to Montgomery, with the suggestion that a 
star be added for each State that joined the Confederacy. 
The flag committee, as you all know, accepted the flag and 


named it “lhe Stars and Bars.’ They also adopted the sug- 
gestion, and it was not long before the flag bore eleven stars 
for the eleven Confederate States that voted for Jefferson 
Davis to be President. After the small flag was sent 'to 
Montgomery I bought dress goods from Barrow’s store and 
asked Miss Rebecca to make me a large flag, 9x12 feet, for 
whether the flag committee accepted my model or not I was 
determined that one of my flags should be floating in the 
breeze. Splicing two tall saplings together, I made a pole 
one hundred feet high and planted it on the courthouse 
square at Louisburg, N. C. (where I was then living), and 
the flag was sent aloft on. Monday, March 18, 1861, two 
months before North Carolina seceded. Over the flag was 
floating a long blue streamer, like an admiral has on his ship 
when ‘homeward bound,’ and on this pennant I had stars for 
each State that had seceded and one for North Carolina, for 
though my State was still in the Union I knew she was 
‘homeward bound.’ ‘This was the first Confederate flag eve 
raised in the Old North State, and this is how the ‘Stars and 
Bars’ came into existence, ‘Dixie’s Flag’ that floated over 
the bravest and hardest to wear out soldiers ever encoun- 
tered in any war.” 

Miss Murphy, who made the two flags, married first Dr. 
Germain Watson, and secondly W. B. Winborne. Her 
sister, Miss Sally Ann, refused to sew on the flag, saying she 
was “for the Union” and meant to marry a Yankee officer, 
and she did marry James A. Miller, lieutenant U.S. A. But 
while Mr. Smith and Miss Rebecca made the flags, Miss 
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Sally Ann played on the piano and sang “Dixie,” “Bonny 
Blue Flag” and other Southern songs. In 1904 Mrs. Win- 
borne was living at Pine, Tops, N. C., and she appeared 
before W. L. Dunn, a justice of the peace (he was also post- 
master), and made an affidavit to the making of the Con- FLO UR 
federate model and the large flag that was displayed in 
Louisburg. 

She is living today with her a Mrs. H. T. Webb, 
on South Tarboro street, Wilson, N. C., and has become a AB SOLUTELY 
member of the United Daughters uf the Confederacy, for 
Mr. Smith said he wanted her to have a U. D. C. badge as it 
was “The Stars and Bars.”’ . 

Mr. Smith has made Henderson his home for years and 
he is a member of the Henry L. Wyatt Camp, U. C. V.. CLE AN 
where he is always honored as the man who designed the 
“Stars and Bars.” Miss JEssicA R. SMITH.
